Senator Packwood to speak at 
Gallaudet’s 119th Commencement 


Gallaudet’s 119th Commencement 
will be held next Monday, May 23 in 
the Field House. The event will begin 
at 10:30 a.m. 

This year’s Commencement speaker 
will be Senator Bob Packwood (R-OR), 
chairman of the Senate Commerce, 


Science and Transportation Committee. 


Packwood was largely responsible for 
Congress’ transfer of the property to 
Gallaudet which has become the Col- 
lege’s new Northwest Campus, to open 
this fall as the School of Preparatory 
Studies. The property was formerly 
owned by the U.S. Fire Administration 
and was under the jurisdiction of 
Packwood’s committee. Packwood’s 
wife Georgie, by the way, is also the 
great-great-granddaughter of Amos 
Kendall. 

Senator Packwood received his BA 
from Willamette University in Salem, 
OR in 1954. He went on to study at 
New York University School of Law, 
receiving his LLB in 1957. In 1962, he 
became the youngest member elected 
to the Oregon legislature. He served 
three terms in the legislature before 
election to the U.S. Senate in 1968 as 
the youngest senator in the 91st Con- 
gress. He is currently in his third 
Senate term. 

In addition to chairing the Senate 
Committee on Commerce, Science and

Transportation, Packwood is also a 
member of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and the Senate Small Business 
Committee. 

Packwood will receive one of three 
honorary degrees to be presented at 
the Commencement ceremonies. 
Another honorary degree recipient will 
be Andre Saint-Antonin, a deaf leader 
in France and international spokesman 
on deafness. 

During the morning of May 23, a 
breakfast will be held from 7-9 a.m. in 
the College dining hall. Free breakfast

This will be the last Commencement 
with President Edward C. Merrill, Jr. 
presiding. Merrill, who has been presi- 
dent since 1969, will be retiring Sept.30. 
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College receives award for Ole Jim 


Gallaudet College has received a 
1983 National Trust Honor Award 
from the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation for the Gallaudet campus 
Historic District and, in particular, for 
the recent restoration of the Alumni 
House. 

President Edward C. Merrill, Jr. 
received the award, consisting of a 
check for $500 and a plaque citation, 
on May 6 at the annual membership 
meeting of the National Trust, held in 
the auditorium of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

The “Ole Jim,” a Victorian gym- 
nasium which housed the nation’s sec- 
ond indoor swimming pool, has been 
restored as a multi-purpose College 


and alumni activity center. It is part of 
Gallaudet’s 14-acre Historic District, 
designed by architect Frederick Law 
Olmsted. 

Gallaudet was one of 18 organiza- 
tions and individuals recognized on 
May 6 for their “excellence and 
perseverance in spurring the cause of 
historic preservation.” According to the 
National Trust, “the diversity of their ac- 
tivities and projects is impressive and 
bridges architecture, business, construc- 
tion, development, open land conser- 
vation and fine arts. Together, the 
award winners represent the broad 
spectrum of the preservation movement 
strengthening this country.” In addition, 
nine public officials received certificates 


of commendation for their contributions 
to preservation. 

The awards were funded by the 
Rust-Oleum Corporation of Vernon 
Hills, IL. The National Trust for 
Historic Preservation is the only na- 
tional, private, non-profit membership 
organization dedicated to the protection 
and continued use of “significant 
buildings, districts, sites and objects in 
America.” It was chartered by Congress 
in 1949 and is supported by the public 
through membership, foundation and 
corporate gifts, tax-deductible contribu- 
tions and matching grants from the 
U.S. Department of the Interior and 
other federal agencies. 


T.H. Gallaudet 
stamp to be 
issued in June 


The first day ceremony to mark the 
issuing of the new Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet postage stamp will be 
celebrated on June 10 at the American 
School for the Deaf in West Hartford, 
CT. The event is being sponsored by 
the American School, the Gallaudet 
College Alumni Association and 
Gallaudet College. 

A number of official items will be 
available and can be ordered by per- 
sons wishing to remember the 
occasion. 

The United States Postal Service 
commissioned this stamp as a part of 
its Great Americans Series. The 20 
cent stamp is the first deafness related 
stamp designed for use as United 
States postage. 

The stamp recognizes Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet as a pioneer in the 
education of deaf people in the United 
States. Gallaudet helped found the 
American School for the Deaf along 
with Laurent Clerc, a deaf Frenchman, 
and Mason Cogswell, the father of 
four-year-old Alice Cogswell. Alice, 
who was deaf, inspired Gallaudet to 
devote his life to helping deaf people. 

Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet and his 
deaf wife, Sophia Fowler, had eight 
children. The eldest, the Rev. Thomas 
Gallaudet, opened the first church for 
deaf people in America, St. Ann’s 
Church in New York City. Edward 
Miner Gallaudet, the youngest child, 
was the first president of Gallaudet 
College. 

On June 10 only, West Hartford will 
have a special cancellation which will 
say “FIRST DAY OF ISSUE.” 
Envelopes or memorabilia bearing the 
new Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet stamps 
with the special commemorative 
cancellations will be available. 

The following official first day items 
can be ordered:

Or, they 
will also be sold in sets for $5 serviced 
(stamps will be affixed and returned to 
you after the June 10 postmark is 
obtained.)

The National Science Foundation 
(NSF) has recently announced a new 
program, the Presidential Young In- 
vestigator Awards, to promote science 
and engineering education in U.S. col- 
leges and universities and relieve short- 
ages of highly qualified faculty in those 
fields. 

Awards will be made for up to five 
years, with minimum awards consisting 
of $25,000. NSF will provide matching 
funds for contributions from private in- 
dustry for a total support of up to 
$100,000. Up to 200 new awards will 
be made each year, with this year’s dis- 
tribution including up to 100 awards in 
engineering, 60 in mathematical and 
physical sciences, 25 in biological 
sciences and 15 in astronomical, at- 
mospheric, earth and ocean sciences. 

Nominees should be full-time tenure- 
track or tenured faculty who have re- 
ceived their doctorates after Sept. 1, 
1976. Graduate and postdoctoral stu- 
dents who have accepted appointments 
to such positions are also eligible. 

The sponsoring institution must sub- 
mit: (1) a nomination from the depart- 
ment chairperson or analogous admin- 
istrative head using a program nomina- 
tion form, which includes a statement 
of institutional commitment; (2) a com- 
plete, up-to-date curriculum vita, in- 
cluding a one-page description of re- 
search interests; (3) a statement by the 
nominee regarding commitment to an 
academic career; and (4) recommenda- 
tions from three references not from 
the nominating institution regarding the 
nominee’s research interests and 
capability.

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Proposals can still be submitted 
for cognition symposium papers 


The International Symposium on 
Cognition, Education, and Deafness, 
scheduled to be held at Gallaudet in 
June, 1983 has now received more 
than 40 proposals from the United 
States and five other countries for 
papers on a variety of topics relating to 
cognitive development of the hearing 
impaired learner. 

All prospective authors are required 
to submit abstracts by May 31, 1983; 
the full paper is required by Sept. 15, 
1983. 

Plans for the Symposium are moving 
forward, and invitations have been sent 
to major presenters and critics who are 
recognized in the field of cognition. 
Symposium sessions will focus on nine 
major questions, and prospective 
authors are asked to address some as- 
pect of one or more of these questions: 


e What differences exist in cognition 
between hearing impaired and hearing 
learners? 


e What variations in cognition for the 
hearing impaired person are attributable 
to the effects of cultural background? 


e What effects on cognition are attri- 
butable to the communication modality 
of the learner? 


e What fundamental brain processes 
underlie cognition in the hearing im- 
paired person? 


e What techniques of cognitive mea- 
surement are the most useful in assess- 
ing the hearing impaired learner and 
why? 


e What types of interaction are dem- 
onstrated between cognition and so- 
cial-emotional or affective factors in the 
hearing impaired? 


e What educational programs and pro- 
cedures have been found to be suc- 
cessful school-based intervention strate- 
gies for improving the cognitive per- 
formance of hearing impaired learners? 


e What effects do various parental acti- 
vities have on the cognitive develop- 
ment of the hearing impaired child? 


e What career choice factors are relat- 
ed to cognitive development in the 
hearing impaired person?

Learn about tax shelters Wednesday 


Employees of Gallaudet are allowed 
under Section 403(b) of the Internal 
Revenue Code to arrange with 
Gallaudet to divert a portion of their 
salaries before taxes to purchase addi- 
tional retirement benefits in the form of 
tax sheltered annuities (TSAs) or tax 
sheltered investments (TSIs). 

Because of the competitive nature of 
these markets today, the Personnel Of- 
fice is sponsoring a 403(b) Tax Shelter 
Program this Wednesday, May 18, in 
the Multipurpose Room of Ely Center 
to highlight the availability of the pro- 
gram and the specific plans that are 
involved. 

The session will begin at 3 p.m. with 
an overview of the 403(b) program 
followed by summary presentations by 
representatives of each of the plans 
currently offered. In addition, a new 
TSA plan will be introduced to the pro- 
gram. The session will end with a 
period of free time until 6 p.m. during 
which employees will be able to meet 
individually with representatives of their 
choice. 

TSAs have been available to em- 
ployees since 1973 and TSlIs since 
1981. Basically, the 403(b) program 
works the same whether an employee 
elects to participate in a TSA 
(guaranteed returns) or a TSI (no 
guarantee). A certain amount of 
money is set aside before taxes each 
pay period in order to purchase an an- 
nuity or investments. The money that 
is deposited into the TSA or TSI is ex- 
empt from federal and local (MD, VA 
and DC) income taxes. Deposits are 


made by payroll deduction, and each 
year the growth or interest rate for the 
fund will affect the total value of the 
employee’s deposits. 

When money is withdrawn from the 
account, it is taxed as income. Unlike 
IRAs, however, these funds can be 
withdrawn prior to age 591/2 with little 
or no penalty charges. Some 403(b) 
plans charge the participant a fee for 
investing or handling their money, 
while others do not. Gallaudet makes 
no recommendations as to the choice 
of company selected or investment op- 
tions desired. The decision and respon- 
sibility for participation is solely up to 
the employee. 

Refreshments will be provided at the 
session on Wednesday, and interpreters 
will be available. All employees are 
welcome to stop by to find out how to 
shelter some of their money.
